THE PRISONERS 


We called at the prison carly in the aller- 
noon, 

An armed sentry stood outside the wide open 
gates and he seemed to have an onerous post 
for our first difficulty was to distinguish pri- 
soners from warders. 

‘The Governor, who looked 18 and was 31,7 
was An unassuming man in dungarees who lad 
some years’ experience in teaching. 

‘The building looked dingy and dilapidated 
bat wag wholly free from the stink one ex- 
pects Where 1,800 prisoners and their guards 
are confined to premises in extreme tropical 
heat. In fact, the place was spotlessly clean, 
well ventilated and the male prisoners looked 
well fed, clean, healthy and uninhibited. 

We passed through a series of work rooms, 
where spinning and weaving of colon on 
modern machines, hosiery manufacture, pack- 
ing and packaging and rather primitive dye- 
ing, were being carried on under slightly ovee- 
crowded conditions. ‘There was also prain- 
sorting for prisoners from the country, All 
ihe prisoners were working very hard, 

Ihe cells consisted of roomy just big enough 
to accommodate aix single beds and with Tittle 
room for anything else but cupboards. 

We asked questions freely of the oflicers 
and received ready replies. (1 recalled to 
mind that when [ last visited a Northern 
prison of appointnent made through the 
Ilome Secretary 7 was not perinitied to ree

Keir Hardie 
knew that all victories in the industria! field 
would be nullified unless the workers attained 
political unity, lle was one of the founders 
of Che Independent Labour Party at Bradford 
in 1893, the precursor of the Labour Repre- 
sentation Committee in 1900, and the Labour 
Party, as we know it today, in 1906. 


Phe carly pioneers of Labour were marked 
men. ‘They were black-listed. When Hardie 
was returned as the first Independent Labour 
MP. from West Ham in 1892, he was at once 
the most hated and the most loved man in 
Britain.

They simply could not understand him. 
They tried to bribe him, te corrupt him, to 
patronise him, He was impervious to all, 
He had one loyalty, To the common people 
of the world. 


HIS PACIFISM 


In 1900, when the Boer War started, he at 
once threw himself into the fight against war. 
Fiven many of his own Labour friends deserted 
him. Tle wag unflinching. ‘Phe only town 
where he could speak without being stoned 
and reviled was Merthyr Tydfil, 

Every time he went to address a meeting, 
and he never ceased, he took his life in his 
hands. 


He was the first of the anti-war agitators, 
and as the miserable three years went on, peo- 
ple caine to realise that Hardie was Tight, ‘Phe 
deserters came bach, the friends rallied round, 
but he had been alone for many months. 

The greater tragedy of the first world wat 
destroyed him. Three days before the fatal 
Saturday, August 1, 1914, he was at Brussels 
with Jean Jaures, Vandervelde, and Socialist 
leaders from Europe. 


His great plea was a General Strike against 
War. It failed. Jaures went back to Paris 
to be murdered. Hardie to Britain to die. 


The fdrees of militarism and nationalism 
were too strong, The youth of Europe fol- 
lowed the bands und the flags. For four and 
a half years ity soil was churned into mud by 
the blood of its sons. 


This book should be read by all pacifists 
anid Socialists, especially the younger ones. 
They will glimpse the vision of a very great 
man whose spirit is needed more than ever 
today in the ranks of all who are strnggling 
to make the world a decent place for friendly

The result of 
this action will be that homes, properties 
and means of livelihood of thousands of 
non-Luropeans will be expropriated. 

Phe South African Government issued notices 
last week asking non-Buropeans living in 
the region t leave the place within two 
years to a locality called Lanasia, about 20 
miles beyond Johannesburg.
